SAYS CRITICISM - : 

OF BRIDGE WORK 
NOT JUSTIFIED 

Viaduct Cost Figures Vindi¬ 
cate Engineer? Mayor 
Marchant Finds 

Difficulty of Work Little Un¬ 
derstood; Day Labor 
Saves Money 

After careful examination of 
figures showing the cost of the new 
Johnson Htreet bridge, aa published 
In Th* Times last night. Mayor Wil¬ 
liam Marchant declared to-day that 
work on the bridge project was go¬ 
ing ahead efficiently and economi¬ 
cally. 

”1 have been looking carefully'of 
late into the question of bridge costs 
to find out whether any reasonable 
adverse criticism of the engineering 
and construction work on the bridge 
can fairly be ma t de,” the Mayor said, i 
"« am bound to come to the conclu¬ 
sion. after a full and frank explana¬ 
tion has been made by the City En¬ 
gineer. and after examtnlng the fin¬ 
ancial details of the work, that there 
le very little which can be Jusilv 
complained of. 

"It must be fairly said that the 
undertaking lies between two offl- 
ejale, the Engineer nnd the City 
Comptroller. The Engineer has 
charge of the construction of the 
bridge and he la undoubtedly re¬ 
sponsible for the solution of con- ; 
structlon problems. The City Comp¬ 
troller rtuet equally assume the re¬ 
sponsibility for all Imsttera bearing 
upon the financial phases of tha 
undertaking. 

"The engineer cannot be presumed 
*• b ? fjeponalbl# for the flotation of 
the bridge bonds, the price at which 
•S*. •° ,d * ,h * interest that 

should be paid, or evsn the cost of the 
lend that would have to be purchased 
for bridge approaches It should also 
fairly be considered that the work of 
constructing a bridge la always at¬ 
tended by great risk, both aa to life 
and stability and thst there are cer-‘ 
tain unknown qualities in th* con¬ 
struction about which only guess¬ 
work is possible. 

Difficult Work 

Kor instance, the cost of the work 
to be done below the water may be 
one, two or three' hundred per c#nt.
